As if to emphasize the fact that it 
could have been through no mental 
aberration that he had gone, the chan­ 
cellor of Germany had disappeared at 
the same time 
That something inex­ 
plicable had taken place was known 
within a few hours after the kaiser 
and chancellor were last seen.

the night of their disappearance they 
had been 
closetod together with the 
most trusted military adviser of the 
empire. 
This latter officer, fatigued 
by duties which had tried him beyond 
his years, had left the consultation 
at midnight. 
In the room where it 
was held there was a telephone used 
only by certain privileged ones who 
by means of a stated signal to the 
switchboard operator, could gain com 
miinication. Who these were none but 
the kaiser knew.
